The Ohio Senate was schedu led, 
by law, to co nv ene at 1:30 p.m. 
and the Ohio Ho u se 30 minu tes 
later. Little, if any thing, of signi­ 
ficance is on tap this week. 
The first few weeks of the 105 th 
General Assembly ’s regu lar ses­ 
sion may be slowed down by the 
fact th at Ho u se Speaker Ro ger 
Clou d is u nder treatm ent fo r in­ 
ju ries 
su ffered 
two weeks 
ago 
when his car skidded off a high­ 
way while he was enro u te fro m 
Co lu mbu s to his Lo gan Co u nty 
bo rne. 
Clou d has indicated the sessio n 
which begins to day will face u n­ 
u su al pro blems which may call 
fo r u nu su al so lu tio ns. 
A week fro m to day —inau gu ra­ 
tio n Day —the Ohio Stateho u se 
will beco me all - Repu blican, a 
team headed by Go v .-Elect Jam es 
A. Rho des. Fo r the last two y ears, 
the adm inistrativ e and legislativ e 
branches hav e been 
split 
with 
Demo cratic Gov . Michael V. Di- 
Salle at the helm and at swo rds 
po ints with a GOP-do minatcd leg­ 
islatu re. 
State go v ernment will beco me 
an all-Repu blicm respo nsibility in 
th e nex t few day s, alo ng with the 
financing pro blems. These pro b­ 
lems will inclu de pro v iding the 
mo ney fo r the ev er-gro wing needs

Geo rge Nigh, 35, the lieu tenant 
go v erno r who mo v ed u p to the 
go v erno r’s o ffice and appo inted 
Edmo ndso n, said President Ken­ 
nedy to ld him he wo u ld be perso n­ 
ally pleased by the appo intment. 
Nigh 
said 
he 
telepho ned 
the 
President, who is v acatio ning at 
Palm 
Beach, 
Fla., 
befo re 
Ed­ 
mo ndso n resigned and to ld him 
Edmo ndso n wou ld be named to 
the Senate. 
The administratio n can ex pect 
so lid su ppo rt fro m Edmo ndso n, 37 , 
a Demo crat who backed Kennedy 
fo r the presidential no minatio n in 
1960. 
Nigh, also a Demo crat, will be 
go v erno r fo r only o ne week. Hen­ 
ry Bellmo n, Oklaho ma’s first Re­

go v erno r, 
takes o ffice 
nex t Mo nday .

WASHINGTON (AP)—Members 
of the 88th Co ngress stream ed 
into town to day , ready fo r a do u ­ 
ble do nny bro o k that will get the 
new sessio n off to a ro u sing start. 
At the fo rmal o pening Wednes­ 
day , the legislates will ru n smack 
into ru les fights on both sides of 
the Capito l that will div ide them 
alo ng lines mo re significant to 
legislatio n than party labels: lib­ 
eral v s. co nserv ativ e. 
The o u tco me is apt to hav e a 
stro ng effect on President Ken­ 
nedy ’s legislativ e pro gram and on 
the 1964 presidential and co ngres­ 
sio nal electio ns. 
Technically , 
D em o rrets 
hold 
large v o ting margins in both the 
Senate and the Hou se. In the Sen­ 
ate their adv antage o v er the Re­ 
pu blicans is 67 to 33, in the Hou se 
258 to 17 6, with o ne Demo cratic 
v acancy . 
The Senate v acancy cau sed by 
the death of Sen. Ro bert S. Kerr 
of Oklaho ma was filled Su nday 
with the appo intment of Demo crat 
J. Ho ward Edmo ndso n. 
This wide Demo cratic edge m ry 
be 
illu so ry . 
In 
bo th 
branches 
So u thern Demo crats hav e a habit 
of no t following their party lead­ 
ership, of co mbining with co nser­ 
v ativ e Repu blicans to thwart the 
Demo cratic administratio n. 
Two y ears ago , in an attempt 
to prev ent the Hou se Ru les Co m­ 
mittee fro m delay ing liberal leg­ 
islatio n, the administratio n won a 
fight to ex pand it to 15 members. 
By adding three members to the 
traditio nal 12, the gro u p’s co m­ 
plex io n was tipped to the liberal 
side. 
This 
co mmitee 
enlargement 
died with the last Co ngress and 
the fight to ex pand it will be 
fo u ght again. The showdown will 
co me q u ickly . Members of both 
parties 
will 
cau cu s 
separately 
Tu esday , try ing to agree on a po­ 
sitio n befo re the Hou se takes u p 
the issu e Wednesday . 
In o penly taking sides in the 
ru les co mmittee fight, the Presi­ 
dent has said: “ We are thro u gh 
if we lo se.” 
On the Senate side, the liberal 
v s. co nserv ativ e battle is o v er , 
changing the ru les to cu rb fili- J 
bu sters. Fo r y ears. So u therners j 
and o ther co nserv ativ es hav e u sed 
the filibu ster to stall o r kill liberal 
legislatio n, 
particu larly 
in 
the 
field of civ il rights. 
To halt debate and bring legis 
latio n to a v o te req u ires a two- 
thirds v o te of senato rs participat­ 
ing. Only o nce in 35 y ears has 
the gag been applied—last y ear, 
iro nically , to silence a gro u p of 
liberals who o ppo sed an adminis­ 
tratio n bill to set u p a priv ately 
o wned co rpo ratio n to o perate the 
U.S. po rtio n of a glo bal satellite 
co mmu nicatio ns sy stem. 
Precisely 
what 
the 
President 
wants in the way o f legislatio n 
may no t be kno wn u ntil nex t week 
when he sends u p his annu al State 
of the Unio n message. 
His co ngressio nal leaders ex pect 
him to renew' his pleas fo r so me 
of the things he failed to get fro m 
the last Co ngress, su ch as federal 
aid to edu catio n, health care fo r 
the elderly financed by an in­ 
crease in So cial Secu rity tax es, 
a 
mass transpo rtatio n pro gram 
and a new farm pro gram. 
Added starters will be a req u est 
fo r large pay raises fo r military 
perso nnel and cu ts rn indiv idu al 
and bu siness inco me tax es.

Attractive Lancaster 
W om an's Body Found 


LANCASTER, Ohio (AP)—Two 
big q u estio ns were u nanswered to ­ 
day 
as 
po lice 
inv estigated 
the 
slay ing of an attractiv e mo ther of 
three—the mo tiv e and the identity 
of the killer. Au tho rities ex pressed 
hope that a child’s ju mping ro pe 
wou ld help lead them to the an­ 
swers. 
The body ot Mrs. Virginia Wag­ 
ne r 35 -y ear-old wife of a lo cal 
glass 
co mpany 
ex ecu tiv e, 
was 
fou nd Satu rday night in ice-co v ­ 
ered Raco o n Creek three miles 
east of here. The disco v ery ended 
a search that started Dec. 19 when 
the wo man disappeared fro m her 
ho me here. 
Mrs. Wagner had been sev erely 
beaten abo u t the head The ju m p­ 
ing ro pe, made of green plastic, 
was 
kno tted 
aro u nd 
her 
neck. 
Fairfield Co m ty Co ro ner L. L. 
Kersell ru led death was cau sed 
by strangu latio n. 
Fu rth er patho ligical tests were 
being made at Ohio State Univ er­ 
sity , bu t their resu lts were no t 
av ailable early to day . 
Mrs, W’agner’s hu sband, Chris, 
is labo r relatio ns m anager fo r the 
Ancho r Ho cking Glass Co. here. 
He was placed u nder a do cto r’s 
care when he learned his wife’s 
fate, o fficers said. 
Sheriff Jack Blazer said water 
wou ld be pu mped fro m the creek 
to day in the hope of finding mo re 
ev idence. There are no su spects, 
the sherif said. 
Mrs. Wagner disappeared the 
night of Dec. 19 after leav ing 
ho me to pick u p her son, Sco tt, 
ll, at basketball practice. S h e 
nev er reached 
the 
gy mnasiu m. 
Later th at night the family car 
was fou nd abando ned o n a city 
street. 
The Wagners, 
inclu ding Sco tt 
and dau ghters Barbie, 
IO, and 
Tina, 8, mo v ed here in 1961 fro m 
their ho meto wn of Co nnellsv ille, 
Pa. 
Sco res of search parties co mbed 
the Lancaster area in the weeks 
th at followed the wo man’s disap­ 
pearance. At least o ne party pass­ 
ed the spo t where the body w a s 
fou nd, bu t at the time drifts of 
snow co v ered the creek. 
A man watching a gro u p of 
children ice skate spo tted the body 
Satu rday night. Mrs. Wagner was 
wearing the si me clo thing she 
wo re when she left ho me, Sheriff 
Blazer said. 


Russians, Chinese 
Swap Hot Words 


MOSCOW (AP) — The So v iet 
Union and Red China co ntinu ed 
their ideo lo gical battle to day , .ac­ 
cu sing each o ther of betray ing 
the Co mmu nist cau se and play ing 
into the hands of imperialism. 
The latest ex change came in 
edito rials in Prav da, the Sov iet 
Co mmu nist party newspaper, and 
Red Flag, the Chinese Co mmu nist 
party ’s theo retical magazine. 
As u su al the Ru ssians directed 
their fire at Albania, bu t it was 
clear the blast was meant fo r 
Peking. Red Flag did not men­ 
tion So v iet Prem ier Khru shchev 
and 
the So v iet Co mmu nists by 
name, bu t it was also clear that 
they were the Chinese target. 
Prav da asserted that the Sov iet 
Union had av erted wo rld nu clear 
war in the Cu ban crisis and ac­ 
cu sed 
tho se 
who 
q u arrel 
with 
peacefu l co ex istence of following 
a po licy th at cou ld lead to armed 
co nflict. 
“ The 
Albanian 
leadeis 
are 
openly breaking with the Co mmu ­ 
nist mo v ement, with Marx ist-Len- 
inism, 
and 
are 
sinking deeper 
a ni deeper 
in 
the 
mo rass 
of 
do gmatism, sectarianism and v i­ 
cio u s natio nalism, and are making 
increasing u se of perso nality cu lt 
metho ds,” Prav da declared. 
It accu sed the Albanian Corn­ 
in.mists of failing to su ppo rt the 
So v iet effo rt to defend Fidel Cas­ 


tro ’s Cu ba and “bar the ro ad to 
the ato mic m aniacs.” 
“ What is mo re, they actu ally 
helped the im perialist instigato rs 
to kindle the co nflict, to set the 
U.S.S R. and the United States at 
lo ggerheads, thereby pu shing all 
th* world into the aby ss of w ar,” 
said Prav da 
The edito rial branded as false 
charges fro m Peking th at the So­ 
v iet Union had capitu lated o v er 
Cu ba. Cu ba, it declared, is mu ch 
stro nger to day , and “ the beaco n 
of freedo m in the Western Hemis­ 
phere Is bu rning still brigh ter.” 
Red 
Flag 
deno u nced 
Khru sh­ 
chev ’s po licies in an edito rial on 
“ Leninism and mo dern rev isio n­ 
ism .” 
“ Modern rev isio nists deliberate 
ly 
lie 
to 
deceiv e 
the 
masses 
alleging that the do gmatists (Chi­ 
nese) hope to pu sh mankind to 
the brink of nu clear w ar,” said 
Red Flag. 
“So me 
perso ns 
(Khru shchev ), 
indu lging 
in 
sheer 
fabricatio n, 
say th at the do gmatists want to 
dem o nstrate 
the 
su perio rity 
of 
so cialism and co mmu nism o v er 
capitalism by means o f war.” it 
added. 
“ Socialiv st co u ntries sho u ld rely 
on the ju st strength of the peoples 
and their own ju st po licies and 
sho u ld 
no t 
engage 
in 
nu clear 
gambles 
in 
the 
Internatio nal 
a re i (Cu ba).

A jo int anno u ncement by the 
three said they ho ped the bo ard 
cou ld 
cry stalize 
pu blic 
o pinion 
and bring pressu e to bear to ­ 
ward settling 
a 
printers’ strike 
against fo u r of the dailies. The 
o ther fiv e majo r papers clo sed 
do wn v o lu ntarily when the walk­ 
o u t began Dec. 8. 
The Pu blishers Asso ciatio n of 
New Yo rk City , representing the 
nine papers in co ntract bargain­ 
ing talks, said its theo ry is that a 
strike 
against one is 
a 
strike 
against all.

Not Defined 


W alker, IO Others 
Foce Federal Trial 


OXFORD, Miss. (AP) — Negro 
Jam es H. Meredith said to day he 
will not attend the Univ ersity of 
Mississippi nex t semester “u nder 
the present circu m stances.” 
The 29-y ear-old Negro , first of 
his race ev er knowingly admitted 
as a stu dent at the u niv ersity , 
didn’t ex plain what he co nsidered 
his circu mstances. 
Bu t, since his enro llment u nder 
gu ard of federal bay o nets Oct. I, 
he has liv ed and attended classes 
u nder the pro tectio n of federal 
m arshal and federal tro o ps. 
Meredith pu t it this way at a 
news co nference in his do rm i­ 
to ry : 
“ It shou ld be no ted that I hav e 
no t made a decisio n to disco ntin­ 
u e my effo rt to receiv e edu catio n­ 
al training at the u niv ersity . 
“ Rather, my decisio n is not to 
attend the u niv ersity nex t semes­ 
ter 
u nder the present circu m­ 
stances.” 
He said he intended to remain 
at the u niv ersity at least thro u gh 
the end of the semester, taking all 
of his final ex aminatio ns. 
Final ex aminatio ns at the u ni­ 
v ersity are Jan. 18 thro u gh 22. 
Almo st fro m the start, ru mo rs 
hav e persisted that Meredith, an 
Air Fo rce v eteran with so me col 
lege wo rk already behind him, 
was in tro u ble o v er his grades. 
None of his grades—midsemes­ 
ter tests, and the like—has been 
made pu blic. 
Stu dents at the Univ ersity of 
Mississippi mu st maintain at least 
a 2 0 av erage—a “ D” av erage— 
o r f a c e pro batio nary statu s, lf 
they fail to make at least a 1.0 
av erage, they face almo st au to ­ 
matic ex pu lsio n.

Very Little Action 
By Legislators Is 
Expected This Week 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—A Re­ 
publican - controlled legislature 
opens shop today with a multitude 
of problems facing it. Most of the 
problems involve money. 
The Ohio Senate was scheduled, 
by law, to convene at 1:30 p.m. 
and the Ohio House 30 minutes 
later. Little, if anything, of signi­ 
ficance is on tap this week. 
The first few weeks of the 105th 
General Assembly’s regular ses­ 
sion may be slowed down by the 
fact that House Speaker Roger 
Cloud is under treatment for in­ 
juries suffered two weeks ago 
when his car skidded off a high­ 
way while he was enroute from 
Columbus to his Logan County 
home.

Getting Ready 
For Donnybrook 


Session Wednesday 
To Open with Pair 
Of Fights over Rules 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Members 
of the 88th Congress streamed 
into town today, ready for a dou­ 
ble donnybrook that will get the 
new session off to a rousing start. 
At the formal opening Wednes­ 
day, the legislators will run smack 
into rules fights on both sides of 
the Capitol that will divide them 
along lines more significant to 
legislation than party labels: lib­ 
eral vs. conservative. 
The outcome is apt to have a 
strong effect on President Ken­ 
nedy’s legislative program and on 
the 1964 presidential and congres­ 
sional elections. 
Technically, 
Democrats 
hold 
large voting margins in both the 
Senate and the House. In the Sen­ 
ate their advantage over the Re­ 
publicans is 67 to 33, in the House 
258 to 176, with one Democratic 
vacancy. 
The Senate vacancy caused by 
the death of Sen. Robert S. Kerr 
of Oklahoma was filled Sunday 
with the appointment of Democrat 
J. Howard Edmondson. 
This wide Democratic edge may 
be illusory. 
In 
both 
branches 
Southern Democrats have a habit 
of not following their party lead 
ership, of combining with conser­ 
vative Republicans to thwart the 
Democratic administration. 
Two years ago, in an attempt 
to prevent the House Rules Com 
mittee from delaying liberal leg­ 
islation, the administration won a 
fight to expand it to 15 members. 
By adding three members to the 
traditional 12, the group’s com­ 
plexion was tipped to the liberal 
side. 
This 
commitee 
enlargement 
died with the last Congress and 
the fight to expand it will be 
fought again. The showdown will 
come quickly. Members of both 
parties 
will 
caucus 
separately 
Tuesday, trying to agree on a po­ 
sition before the House takes up 
the issue Wednesday. 
In openly taking sides in the 
rules committee fight, the Presi­ 
dent has said: “We are through 
if we lose." 
On the Senate side, the liberal 
vs. conservative battle is over 
changing the rules to curb fili­ 
busters. For years, Southerners 
and other conservatives have used 
the filibuster to stall or kill liberal 
legislation, 
particularly 
in 
the 
field of civil rights. 
To halt debate and bring legis­ 
lation to a vote requires a two- 
thirds vote of senators participat­ 
ing. Only once in 35 years has 
the gag been applied—last year, 
ironically, to silence a group of 
liberals who opposed an adminis­ 
tration bill to set up a privately 
owned corporation to operate the 
U.S. portion of a global satellite 
communications system. 
Precisely what the President 
wants in the way of legislation 
may not be known until next week 
when he sends up his annual State 
of the Union message. 
His congressional leaders expect 
him to renew his pleas for some 
of the things he failed to get from 
the last Congress, such as federal 
aid to education, health care for 
the elderly financed by an in­ 
crease in Social Security taxes, 
a mass transportation program 
and a new farm program. 
Added starters will be a request 
for large pay raises for military 
personnel and cuts rn individual 
and business income taxes.

Authorities expressed 
hope that a child’s jumping rope 
would help lead them to the an­ 
swers. 
The body ot Mrs. Virginia Wag­ 
n e r 35-year-old wife of a local

executive, 
was 
found Saturday night in ice-cov­ 
ered Racoon Creek three miles 
east of here. The discovery ended 
a search that started Dec. 19 when 
the woman disappeared from her 
home here. 
Mrs. Wagner had been severely 
beaten about the head The jump­ 
ing rope, made of green plastic, 
was knotted around her neck. 
Fairfield Cointy Coroner L. L. 
Kersell ruled death was caused 
by strangulation. 
Further patholigical tests were 
being made at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity, but their results were not 
available early today. 
Mrs. Wagner’s husband, Chris, 
is labor relations manager for the 
Anchor Hocking Glass Co. here 
He was placed under a doctor’s 
care when he learned his wife’s 
fate, officers said. 
Sheriff Jack Blazer said water 
would be pumped from the creek 
today in the hope of finding more 
evidence. There are no suspects, 
the sherif said. 
Mrs. Wagner disappeared the 
night of Dec. 19 after leaving 
home to pick up her son, Scott, 
ll, at basketball practice. S h e 
never reached the gymnasium 
Later that night the family car 
was found abandoned on a city 
street. 
The Wagners, including Scott 
and daughters Barbie, IO, and 
Tina, 8, moved here in 1961 from 
their hometown of Connellsville, 
Pa. 
Scores of search parties combed 
the Lancaster area in the weeks 
that followed the woman’s disap­ 
pearance. At least one party pass­ 
ed the spot where the body w a s 
found, but at the time drifts of 
snow covered the creek. 
A man watching a group of 
children ice skate spotted the body 
Saturday night. Mrs. Wagner was 
wearing the si me clothing she 
wore when she left home, Sheriff 
Blazer said. 


Russians, Chinese 
Swap Hot Words 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union and Red China continued 
their ideological battle today, ^ac­ 
cusing each other of betraying 
the Communist cause and playing 
into the hands of imperialism. 
The latest exchange came in 
editorials in Pravda, the Soviet 
Communist party newspaper, and 
Red Flag, the Chinese Communist 
party’s theoretical magazine. 
As usual the Russians directed 
their fire at Albania, but it was 
clear the blast was meant for 
Peking. Red Flag did not men­ 
tion Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
and the Soviet Communists by 
name, but it was also clear that 
they were the Chinese target. 
Pravda asserted that the Soviet 
Union had averted world nuclear 
war in the Cuban crisis and ac­ 
cused those who quarrel with 
peaceful coexistence of following 
a policy that could lead to armed 
conflict. 
“The 
Albanian 
leaders 
are 
openly breaking with the Comma 
nist movement, with Marxist-Len 
inism, and are sinking deeper 
and deeper in the morass of 
dogmatism, sectarianism and vi 
cious nationalism, and are making 
increasing use of personality cult 
methods," Pravda declared. 
It accused the Albanian Com­ 
munists of failing to support the 
Soviet effort to defend Fidel Cas­ 


tro’s Cuba and “bar the road to 
the atomic maniacs." 
“What is more, they actually 
helped the imperialist instigators 
to kindle the conflict, to set the 
U.S.S.R. and the United States at 
loggerheads, thereby pushing all 
tha world into the abyss of war,” 
said Pravda. 
The editorial branded as false 
charges from Peking that the So­ 
viet Union had capitulated over 
Cuba. Cuba, it declared, is much 
stronger today, and “the beacon 
of freedom in the Western Hemis­ 
phere is burning still brighter." 
Red Flag denounced Khrush­ 
chev’s policies in an editorial on 
“Leninism and modern revision­ 
ism." 
“ Modern revisionists deliberate­ 
ly lie to deceive the 
masses 
alleging that the dogmatists (Chi­ 
nese) hope to push mankind to 
the brink of nuclear war,” said 
Red Flag. 
“Some persons (Khrushchev), 
indulging 
in 
sheer 
fabrication, 
say that the dogmatists want to 
demonstrate the 
superiority 
of 
socialism and communism over 
capitalism by means of war," it 
added. 
“Socialist countries should rely

OXFORD, Miss. (AP) — Negro 
James H. Meredith said today he 
will not attend the University of 
Mississippi next semester “under 
the present circumstances." 
The 29-year-old Negro, first of 
his race ever knowingly admitted 
as a student at the university, 
didn’t explain what he considered 
his circumstances. 
But, since his enrollment under 
guard of federal bayonets Oct. I, 
he has lived and attended classes 
under the protection of federal 
marshal and federal troops. 
Meredith put it this way at a 
news conference in his dormi­ 
tory: 
“It should be noted that I have 
not made a decision to discontin­ 
ue my effort to receive education­ 
al training at the university. 
“Rather, my decision is not to 
attend the university next semes­ 
ter under the present circum­ 
stances." 
He said he intended to remain 
at the university at least through 
the end of the semester, taking all 
of his final examinations. 
Final examinations at the uni­ 
versity are Jan. 18 through 22. 
Almost from the start, rumors 
have persisted that Meredith, an 
Air Force veteran with some col­ 
lege work already behind him, 
was in trouble over his grades. 
None of his grades—midsemes­ 
ter tests, and the like—has been 
made public. 
Students at the University of 
Mississippi must maintain at least 
a 2.0 average—a “D" average— 
or f a c e probationary status. If 
they fail to make at least a 1.0 
average, they face almost auto­ 
matic expulsion.

Boone lost his Kentucky land, was 
tried for treason by his own peo­ 
ple and took credit for several 
historical firsts which belong to 
others. 
Further, he said, Boone was not 
a 
great historical 
figure, 
had 
small talent for leadership and 
was mediocre as an Indian fighter 
pathfinder and explorer. 


Other historian* rose to Boone’s 
defense.

Boone may have been illi­ 
terate. “He was a sweaty old boy 
but lie lived in a time of sweaty 
old boys."

His answer to one of the most 
frequently asked questions 
has 
rocked many a poker chib. The 
question: Is it legal to raise a bet 
in a poker game after you have 
“checked,” or passed? The ans­ 
wer: Definitely, yes. 
The poker question is typical of

than 120 million in America alone.

Zorin W as Expendable 


Moscow's removal of Valerian Zorin as 
ambassador to the United Nations is the 
latest in a long line of moves designed to 
create flexibility in communism's drive to 
encircle the world. Removal of the Stalin­ 
ist Zorin was precipitated at this time, of 
course, bv Khrushchev's resort to various 
moves in the hope that at lea^t commun­ 
ism's foot in the door in this hemisphere 
could be maintained, even if it entailed 
abandoning some or all of Russian nuclear 
capability in Cuba. 
Zorin's behavior in the UN resembled 
too closely the aggressive school of com­ 
munism formerly championed by the Stal­ 
in regime and now headed by Red China. 
The current Moscow tactic is one of more 
crafty infiltration and intimidation. 
Khrushchev has upon several ccasions 
backed away from a dertermined Western 
stand rather than risk war, but always he 
counters with a soft-line approach which 
has shown alarmingly successful results. 
Berlin, for example, has been the scene of 
numerous power plays by the Russians 
since the division of the city. 
None has been militarily successful be­ 
cause the Western allies met the use of 
force with a show of strength which con­ 


vinced the Kremlin tanks and troops could 
not achieve the diabolical result it had in 
mind. But even in the face of determin­ 
ed Western opposition, free Berlin today 
is only half a city, split from its captive 
half by a stone wall. 
Moscow has successfully prevented the 
overthrow of its outpost in Cuba by agree­ 
ing to curb its military aggressiveness on 
the island. But it still has thousands 
of 
troops in Cuba as well as a launching plat­ 
form for further subversion and infiltra­ 
tion of the Americas which it did not pos­ 
sess five years ago. The Venezuela o i l 
refinery sabotage is one result of commun­ 
ism's toehold in Cuba. Similar plots a r e 
being hatched in Havana. 
There in a new awareness on the part of 
the American people that military strength 
is not e n o u g h to stop the advance of op­ 
pression and turn the tide on the Krem­ 
lin. More important than an arsenal of nu­ 
clear weapons is the courage to formulate 
and adhere to principles in every contract 
with the Soviets. Communism has no use 
for principles per se — it embraces honor 
only when attuned to its own advantage. 
But communism has not yet failed to bow 
to undeviating determination. 


Different Type of Strength 


What’s all this talk about the soft Amer­ 
ican? 
Albert Biderman of Washington, 
D. C., finds the modern U. S. citizen 
capable of withstanding hardships and 
dangers as great as those faced by the 
forefathers. 
Biderman, of the Bureau of Social Sci­ 
ence 
Research, told a meeting 
of the 
American Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Science that even the perilous 
trips of the stagecoach in the early days 
of the American West were tame com­ 
pared to the perils of the modern auto­ 
mobile. 
Just imagine Buff a1 Bill on%the hood of 
a vehicle careening 60 miles an hour down 
a two-lane highway and passing by only a 
few inches another car coming at the 
same speed. And the stagecoach never 
lost 40,000 persons a year in killed or was 
involved in injuries to 1.5 million. 
It is true that physical prowess has 
diminished with the rise of living stand­ 


ards and changes on the industrial and 
home fronts. Certainly, few youths of to­ 
day could chop a cord of firewood before 
breakfast or milk a herd of dairy cows or 
do any of the heavy chores which once 
were common for Americans, young and 
old alike. 
A different type of strength is needed to 
cope with the dangers and accelerated life 
of the second half of the twentieth century, 
but it is a courage equally as demanding 
as that demonstrated by the patriots who 
frequently risked their lives, the explor­ 
ers who continually searched for new dan­ 
gers to overcome, or the settlers who 
blazed a future in the wilderness. 
Correlating muscles with courage is a 
frequent mistake of parents and educators 
who are amazed that Johnny cannot run 
a half mile without being w i n d e d or 
achieve 25 pushups without practice. The 
flabbiness of modern man is not to be ex­ 
cused, but neither is it to be confused with 
a lack of courage. 
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House Rules Fight 


Another bitter fight over the size of the 
House Rules Committee looms in Con­ 
gress. At present it has 15 members, an 
enlargement from the original 12 that was 
designed to give the administration a 
slight edge. Conservatives oppose action 
to continue this arrangement, which was 
voted for one year only. 
The character of the House was largely 
unchanged by the November elections. It 
was due mainly to the efforts of the late 
Speaker Sam Rayburn that the commit­ 
tee was enlarged. Many representatives 
were either beholden to Rayburn or rely­ 


ing on him for support of their own pet 
measures and reluctantly acceded to his 
demands to increase the size of the com­ 
mittee. 
It is doubtful that Speaker McCormack 
has the prestige or the power to force a 
favorable vote, as Rayburn did. Most of 
the conservatives and anti-Kennedy mem­ 
bers are still there, joined by a few new 
ones, and are certain to fight as hard and 
as shrewdly as they know how to defeat 
what they regard as White House interfer­ 
ence in what is a congressional preroga­ 
tive.

NEW YORK (AP)—One of the 
quieter salesmen working for the 
stock market has been the reas­ 
suring behavior of profits. 
The industries in which earn­ 
ings have tumbled and dividends 
been cut—notably steel—are com­ 
paratively few. For the majority 
1962 brought a rise in net income, 
even if a modest one in some 
cases. And, taken as a whole, 
shareowners have a comfortably 
larger total of dividend payments 
to spend — and to pay income 
taxes on. 
Much of this has been lost in 
the glare of headlines stressing 
the more exciting, if more depress­ 
ing, news: Steel’s troubles, the 
stock market crash in late May, 
the failure of profits to soar (in­ 
stead of just increase) as first 
predicted, and the many com­ 
plaints that their present growth 
isn’t enough to make industry as 
healthy as the nation’s goals de­ 
mand. 
But the early reports and esti­ 
mates show that many companies 
set new highs in 1962 and that a 
great many more bettered their 
performance than fell behind the 
1961 figures. The majority of re- 
poits for the full year are yet 
to be announced, but at the nine 
months point total corporate prof­ 


its were running ahead of the 
year before by about 9 per cent. 
All of this has helped buck up 
Wall Street’s confidence in the 
general 
economy, 
as 
well 
as 
boosting 
prices 
of 
individual 
stocks of companies doing partic­ 
ularly well. 
Earnings are only one of many 
causes for the recovery of stock 
price indexes of the ground lost 
in the May and June breaks. 
(Prices still are below their lev­ 
els of a year ago, as measured 
by the indexes.) 
Confidence has been bolstered 
by the favorable turn of the Cu­ 
ban crisis, by the failure of the 
stock crash to mark the start of 
a recession, by the spending and 
tax cutting plans of the Kennedy 
administration, by the refusal of 
the American consumer or busi­ 
nessman to panic. 
But the quiet advance of earn­ 
ings of many companies and in­ 
dustries has been reassuring. 
Some companies reporting nice 
increases 
for 12-month 
periods 
ending before the calendar year 
did include American Telephone 
& Telegraph, J. P. Stevens, Arm­ 
our, Swift, Carrier, Chesapeake Sc 
Ohio and Servel. 
On the other side, falling behind 
their 1962 showings are such com-

military disaster, Detroit will nev­ 
er sell fewer than 7 million cars 
in any year of the 
future. 
Hie 
seven-million floor is implicit in 
the statistics. It is also implicit in 
the new way of life of the Amer­ 
ican people, who are spread out 
in a suburban pattern of living 
that makes two cars to the middle- 
income family a virtual necessity. 
First, let us look at the statis­ 
tics. With more than 70

oars on the roads, Detroit has 
only to tap the replacement mar­ 
ket to sell seven million in a year.

Many homemakers and hostess­ 
es limit the servings (rf canapes 
and appetizers to holiday season 
activities and special occasions. 
But

and 
easy-to-pre- 
pare canapes also enhance family 
gatherings at any time and add a 
pleasant note to dinner. 
One we lie is a real treat, wor­ 
thy of the tangy Norway sardines 
around which it is built. 
NORWAY SARDINE TREAT 
1 (3%-oz.) can Norway sardines 
2 tbsp, butter 
I tbsp, flour 
Vi c. milk 
1-3 c. mayonnaise 
Vi tsp. vinegar 
I tbsp, chopped stuffed olives 
I tbsp, chopped sweet gherkins 
1 tsp. minced onion 
2 tsp. capers 
6 slices white bread 
Paprika, salt and pepper to taste 
Lemon slices 
Radishes, sliced 
Drain sardines and set aside. 
Melt butter in top of double boil­ 
er over sim m ering water. 
Blend in flour. 
In separate bowl, combine milk, 
mayonnaise and vinegar. 
Add gradually to b u t t e r and 
flour, stirring constantly until mix­ 
ture is smooth. Season to taste. 
Continue to 
cook until mixture 
thickens. 
Remove and stir in chopped ol­ 
ives, gherkins, onion and capers. 
Toast bread lightly on one side, 
trim and cut into thirds. 
Arrange whole sardine on each 
toast strip and spoon over sauce. 
Sprinkle with paprika. 
Broil for 5 min., or until canap­ 
es are lightly browned. 
Garnish with lemon slice tip­ 
ped with thin radish slices. 
Serve piping hot.

Cook m acaroni according to di­ 
rections and drain when tender. 
Finely chop green pepper.
